WILL ENFORCE

Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
is Co-operating With Marine 
Department 


The marine department is direct- 
fing public attention to the Canada 
Shipping act, and have given notice 
that it is the intention of that de- 
partment to enforce the act, as far as 
{t is applicable to navigation on the 
northern waters. 

Therefore the attention of persons 
intending to proceed to the Fort Nor- 
man oil fielda, and of those intend- 
ing to engage in transportatio ser- 
vice ®y water, is calMed to the re- 

uiremets of the Canada Shipping 


J. T. Matthews, steamship inspector 
charge of the northern division, 
bas been instructed by the deputy 


minister of marine that the Canada| 


Shipping act is to be rigorously en- 
forced this coming season, and all in- 
fractions of same will be prosecuted. 

This means that all steamers and 
power boats in excess of 5 ton gross 
tonnage, erraged in freight and pas:- 
enger traffic must be registered at a 
port of registry, be in charge of cer- 
tifieated officers, be equipped in ac- 
yrdance with the life saving ap- 
liance rules, for steamships, is lia- 
e for the payment of inspection fee 

collector of customs, Edmonton. 
ne amount of fee is computed on a 
jing scale, and in accordance with 

vessels groms tonnage, and be in- 
spected and certificated by a steam- 
ship inspector. 

Power boats not in excess of 5 tons
